John Richardson, a member of the exec- 
utive of the Montreal Teachers' Associa- 
tion, last night attacked ihe restrictions 
placed on negotiations by Ihe government's 
Bill 25 at a Parent-Teachers Association 
meeting at Sir Winston Churchill Secondary 
School. 

The bill, brought out during the teachers' 
strike two years ago, says that any propos- 
al put forward by the teachers must be 
province wide and binding on both the Prot- 
' estant and Catholic Assodations. 

ISSUE SLIDES 

"In 1966, there were contract disagree- 
ments between the Catholic teachers and 
their school boards", said Richardson, 
"but the teachen worked ^thin the labor 
code and took out a bargaining certificate". 

"They went throiigh the whole process of 
mediation, but nothing happened, so they 
went out on strike," he said. 
' "The Quebec government let the issue 
slide and. again did nothing. They waited 



tiU the parents clamoured for- injunction, 
then they passpd Bill 25," he said. 

"Now, instead of 850 local agreements, 
the government is demanding one province- 
wide agreement", said Richardson. 

"This'", he explained, "no longer takes 
into account regional differences or adapt- 
aUons". 

"In some cases you have local boards 
agreeing to demands from their teachers, 
only to have them rejected at the provincial 
level because it is the only board asking 
for them", he said.

"Our answer came in Ihe form of coun- 
ter-proposals which introduced 'norms'," 
he said, "that defined the number of teach- 
ers permitted each board, the education re- 
quirements, and salaries to be paid. Things 
which were ordinarily negotiated". — •

' government policy", said Richardson. 

One demand that has been stressed by 
the teachers is for smaller classes. The 
present ratio is one teacher per twenty- 
seven students but thb calculation includes 
principals, vice-principals and spedalbts 
(gym instructors, French teachers, music 
teachers, etc.) and others who do not have 
a regular class.

"Most.pcople donrlmow what they're 
talking about", said SpiUer, "there is no 
one party at fault, the teachers must take 
theirshare". 

According tc SpiUer, there is no differ- 
ence between this conflict and any other 
labor dispute. 

"They all involve salary,- working condi- 
tions and fringe benefits", he said. 

"All must be responsible for all educa- 
tion in Quebec," he said.

MONTREAL (CUP) The controversial Anderson hearing com- 
mittee, precipitant of a six-day occupaUon of the Sir George Wil- 
liams University computer centre, will mccl again today despite a 
general student-faculty consensus that it be restructured. 

The committee has planned a morning session with no live au- 
dience - an attempt to ward off disruptions that forced cancellaUon 
of its last session January 29. The proceedings will be televised via 
closed circuit throughout the one-building school.

The administration also said they are not interested in any 
puniUve action or reprisal actions against the occupants and said 
arrangements could be worked out foracademic timelost 

Meanwhile, the Administration CommunlcaUon Centre situated 
in the Sheraton-Mount Royal, has mysteriously disappeared. 
. However, the important issue of criminal charges laid aeainst 
three blacks by O'Brien is sUU to be resolved. The charge are 
now the property of the court and O'Brien said yesterday he could not 
make any unilateral decision to drop them. He did say he is willing to 
negotiate about them, but impUed it would be contingent on when the 
occupation ended. - . 

Three blacks, ErroU Thomas, Kennedy Fredrick and an unnamed 
person, are charged with extortion, conspiracy to forcibly obtain a 
signed statement, and forcible detention. 

. Maximum sentence for three charges total 33 years. 

A newspaper war has developed at the school over the issue. 
The georgian, twice-weekly student newspaper generally sympa- 
thetic to the occupation, has gone daily for the duration of the crisis. 
It has been joined on the stands by an intermittent publication called 
Statement, paid for by the administration and written by somestu- • 
dents and faculty members.

Commerce students yesterday 
approved almost unanimously a 
statement declaring "the radical 
element" on campus "most into- 
lerable," and urging the Board of 
Governon - to proceed with the 
construction of a new building for 
their Faculty. • 

The one-hour meeting, attend- 
ed by about 130 students in Lea- 
cock 26, adjourned before consid- 
ering a mqtion to hold a referend- 
um on secession from the Stu- 
dents' Society. This question will 
be dealt with when the students 
meet again tomorrow, and a vote 
may be held next week, 
.^^l^tes. president of the Com- 
ipieree,; Undergraduate Society, 
gave notice of a third motion 
which would set up a CUS commit- 
tee to explore the possibility of 
forming an association of students 
in all professional faculties. 

"The current crisis began vrith 
thé disruption of a Board of Go- 
vernors meeting eight days ago. 

One of the demands the students 
presented to the Board was that 
the Faculty of Management be 
abolished and that the site on 
which a neWj.i)Ullding for the Fa- 
culty was^'to'be^ built be used in- 
stead for ia high-rise student co- 
.. op- 
Last Thursday, 200 Commerce 
students invaded a Students' Coun- 
cil meeting and demanded that ' 
Council pass a motion recognizing 
their Faculty's "valuable contri- 
bution to the McGill community 
and the general community," and 
urging the Gover.ors "to approve 
the jm^i|Uon or a new Faculty 



of Management building as soon 
as possible." 

Their motion was tabled after 
an amendment had been added 
that Cbuncil would take the pro- 
posed action when the Faculty 
recognized that "the needs of 
capital and profit should be sub- 
ordinated to social and human 
needs and that production must be 
carried out in the interests of all 
those contributing to the product- 
ive process." 

Bates said the amendment imr 
pUed that the Faculty had never 
concerned itself with human need. 
"There is nothing immoral in 
imaking a profit," he told the 
Daily yesterday, "but the human 
element always enters into it. The 
idea is to optimize both facets." 

Yesterday's meeting was called ' 
in the light of Coundl's refusal 
to support .the CUS position vrith- 
outtjualification. 

The Management students 
cheered former Students' Council 
rep Joel Raby when he asked, . 
"Why are we afraid to stand up 
and speak foMtv^ghts?" 

Among the^minbrity,- who cast 
only 18 dissenting votes agauist 
110 for the statement, were pre- 
sent SO Commeroe rep Seymour 
Kaufman and the man he defeated 
for his job, Charles Mallory. • 
. Both wanted the preamble to the 
motion - the part which castigated 
the "radical elements" - deleted. 
(The remainder of the document 
affirmed the Commerce students' 
belief in such principles as "co- 
operation, ,, not confrontation," 
"attendlngBilWiversity... for the 
educaoun^^neflts that can be 
derive^jW^^nomy and self- 



determination for individual fa- 
culUes," "the pressing need for 
facilities of various idnds within 
the University Community," and 
the orientation of the Faculty of 
Management.) _ 

Raby spokê'strongly against the 
deletion of the preamble. "Let's 
call a spade a spade'*, said Raby, 
disagreeing with Mallory's ob- 
jection to the sweeping condem- 
nation of "radical elements."

A society perpetuates its lonn by 
"teacliing". The method of teaching and the 
curriculum presented are the prime fac- 
tors in deciding the mental orientation of 
the perpetuating generation. 

"Teachers" havé been generalized as 
rather conservative, stodgy, insecure, de- 
ntanding people who at best attempt indoc- 
trination of the society's perpetuating gen- 
eration. They have been condemned for 
their closed-mindedness to new education 
methods and to student ideas. The teachers- . 
to-be on the McGiU campus have been noted 
for their extreme quietness in areas of 
student-movement, internal committee pol- 
icy and external relations woric. 

Should a teacher be concerned with the 
ideal, the Utopia of education? Should he 
be concerned yrith concepts of critical uni- 
versity, free school, tactics of social 
change, relationship of education to real- 
social power structures? 

The answer is h» what role the teacher 
hitaiàkto play .bi society. It is possible 
tofvisttaÉie fantastic potentials of a person 
playing the role of educator. Before any 
practical goals can be seen, however, the 
present education crisis has to be examined 
fully: not later, when we are into it all - 
Now! The attitude one adopts toward the 
field depends simply on the degree to which 
an objective, open mhid is mahitained. 
•' Constantly this is reiterated in dtuations 
that arise. We are told that the school is 
an institution meant to sanction; that some 
"tend to be critical" of many of the new 
techniques offered, nowadays. In the light 
of the education problems of Quebec, both 
internal (in McGill) and external, (hi the 
school system and in social rehitions) 
alarmingly little has been discussed withhi 
the B Ed program itself. Too many ques- 
tions are going unanswered by those who 
will be in teacher positions before long. 

Flecently the student senators attempt- 
ed to bring to Senate a motion which had 
been adopted as policy by the Students' So- 
- ciety.Itreadinpart: 

"...suggest to the Faculty of Education 
that it utilize class time for study and 
discussion of the collective agreements 
being propped..." 
As it standsi current education problems 
are discussed to a certain extent bi fourth 
year - it prepares teachers, before they 
plunge hito the sea; this is analogous to the 
last minute briefing a student-teacher gets 
on "dress, manner and technique" before 
be plunges hito a practice-teachhig session. 
It seems that the options toward problems 
in Quebec, toward status of teachers, to- 
ward (3eGEI^, and free schoob, and pro- 
grammed learning, and ~ student-directed 
leanUngi etc. should be fully conceptualized 
and tossed about. Bringing the problems to 
«[^.;; subject 'material to be covered 
t>efore^."pre^ration of teacher" is com- 
plete is lilte crammhig Europe's history 
into Grade 11 students to ensure that it has 
been covered. 

Learning even in the Faculty of Edu- 
cation, then, is often subjective learning, 
dictathig of facts. What chance is there to 
solve the gripe of high school and elemen- 
tary school students, before the "future 
teacher program" becomes closer to 
finding the magic formula? Dr. Myer Ho- 
rowitz, assistant Dean of Education at Mc- 
Gill was consulted on this matter last 
Week. The proposal wasj^lndj 



B Ed objective examination of areas such 
as student-faculty relations, the teachhig 
situation, CEGEPs, French-English rela- 
tions, teacher-government negotiations, new 
techniques, free schools, etc. -Dr. Horo^ 
witz's response was highly favorable - but 
there may be a problem using actual class, 
time to discuss these issues. Instead sem- 
biar-type groups and panel discussions are 
being planned for this term. Within cbsses, 
direction of disctission will reniabi depen- ■ 
dent on the individual professor. - ; 

Within the atmosphere of B Ed, then, 
perhaps it is hard to generate novel edu- 
cation ideas. Within the atmosphere of Mc- 
Gill as 8; "Critical University "spi however, 
the air of new method is far from stagnant. 
The topics arishig on Students' Council 
pertain ahnost constantly to theory of 
Education, to Education situation, to policy 
of Education, to, finally, action in Educa- 
tion. 

The concepts of Critical University, 
PluiaM^Univeisity, Coiporate Universi^, 
exist^iinfiffenent factions on thb campiis. 
The pros and cons of the Itingsbury report, 
of student-directed learning, of free 
schools, are being thrown around by Educa- 
tion committees of Senate, Faculties, and 
Students' Society. Faculty-student roles 
are being defined on newly opened commit- 
tees. 

The whole problem of student unrest 
in high schools has hardly begun. To this 
day there has been relatively little reac- 
tion bt areas, from the responsible people, 
toward the opbiions high school students 
hold on conditions and curriculum hi their 
schools. Moreover, although Dawson Col- 
lege plans are still hazy, the concept of 
CEGEP can certainly be discussed with 
these students. As high school students 
are in the position of immediately consist- 
ing of the needs and wants to be dealt with 
in Quebec's Junior Colleges, their proposals 
and suggestions are invaluable. There is 
information on CEGEPs which is available, 
now. 

The Pre^mlversity Affairs Conunittee 
of Students' Council has launched a three 
part program: it supports . Qnandally a 
tiigh school newspaper, the Uncensored 
Version, which allows free expression 
of student viewrpohit; it is investigating 
current French CEGEP problems, and 
following Dawson College plans; it is trans- 
mitting information to high school students. 

A proposal was made to B Ed students 
last weelc that high schools in the Montreal 
area be covered, ideally one B Ed student 
per high school, in order to aid current 
problems by informally worldng with exist- 
ing action committees, discusshig the sltr 
uation at hand. A plea for help was thrown 
out to the campus at large, at the same 
time. 

The problems also immediately affect 
students currently in high schools. A solu- 
tion to the present crisis depends on the. 
degree of communication we can obtain 
over the next few months, between high 
school students and thé people who are 
responsible for the situation. 
- The program depends heavily on the 
attitudes and actions of those who are 
now diving hito the education theme.

be passed untouched, they failed to realize 
that the Spector-Levine amendment made 
it a better motion, in fact, the best motion 
possible for all concerned.

It b incomprehensible 
how eus can consider separation over, a 
motion which it never believed would pass. 
It appears to me that they are trying to 
hold the threat of separation over Council 
in order to have their way. 

I would now like to comment on a charge 
that was hurled back and forth many times 
at the Council meeting. Mr. Spector said 
that .Commercé students are,: tomorrow's 
pawns of the'capitalists. Messrs Kaufman, 
Bates and Raby kept repeating "We are not 
the pawns of capitalists" until it sounded 
like a brolcen record. On this point, I must 
disagree with Mr. Spector. We are not to- 
morrow's ■ pawns of the capitalists; how- 
ever, we. are tomorrow's capitalists, which 
iseveiworse.

Council méethig. In their childish, simple- 
mindec insistence that the original motion 



Sir: 

This letter concerns the rally held on 
Friday, January 31, to support the black 
students at Sir George Williams University. 
I am deeply concerned about the justice of 
this cause, and thought that I had some 
points to make, which would not be discuss- 
ed by the prearranged roster of speakers. 
Therefore, I asked Mr. R. Dou^ if I 
could speak for three minutes. His first 
: question _was;,, "Are you with us?'', and 
when I did not smswer with ah unqualified 
yes, he told me that it would not be possible 
for me to speak, and that I could organise 
my ovm teach4n if I so desired. 

^The result of the meeting then was 
predictable. Speaker after speaker rose ' 
to present one side of the story. Mr. Dougkis 
asked for a show of hands, and obtained 
moral support for his cause - all this 
without any dissenting ideas at all being 
heard. . 

In conclusion, the rally was a well-- 
organised and smoothly-executed snow job. 

I would, however, like to use this me- 
dium to say some of the things I would have 
said at that rally. I have a hang-up about 
supporting only those movements that I 
^consider just. And before I support the 
. above-mentioned students. I would like to 
have a convincing answer to the following;' - 

1) The original charge against Professor 
Anderson was that he never gave any marks 
higher than C to black students. This was 
a serious charge, and a concrete diarge. 

' Unfortunately, it happened, that after Pro- 
fessor Anderson's books were examined, 
it was demonstrated that he gave A's and 
B's just as frequently to blacks as to any 
other students. Why is this fact hushed-up 
by the present demonstrators? 

2) At the moment, the issues have been 
revised, and ,now, they consist of- racism 
(in general) ' arid racist and oppressive 
actions on the part of the University ad- 
ministration. Unfortunately, racism is a 
very nebulous term of which the entire 
human race is guilty. The Black Panthers 



are guilty of racism, when they state that 
they want to kill all cops since they are 
WHITE racist pigs. I am, and most other 
person in the world is guilty of racism, 
when he views the marriage of his daughter 
to a black man with' apprdiiension. And this 
Is also true of the Black Power activists, 
who discourage hiter-racial dating.' 

The question I want to pose is this: 
Is not this movement being fueled and 
abetted by the following khids of people: 

a) Angry blacks, who have encountered 
discrimmation for too long a time, and now 
are willing to vent their anger at society 
under any kind of a pretext whatsoWer.'^j. : 

b) White radicals, to whom tiie justice 
of a cause Is not all-Important, If It brings 
about a cham of events that will help to 
create their own concept of society? 

I sincerely ask all students who are 
sympathetic to the Sir George students, who 
prescribe, to the idea of a plurocratic so- 
ciety, to the idea of freedom of debate, to 
answer my questions.

After a certain amount of dis- 
cussion, one student representa- 
tive expressed dissatisfaction with 
"academic polite chit-chat" and 
- accused one faculty member of 
using the "colonial policy of di- 
vide and rule" against the ELA. 

Department Chairman Donald 
Theall suggested election of re- 
presentatives through individual 
classes but this was irejected; the 
ELA reps said they refused to 
"divorce" the ELA "from' its 
base." 

The department offered stu- 
dent participation in appointments 
hi closed session but pending 
MAUT decisions on the matter, 
nothing in promotions or tenure. 

Faculty also refused to allow 
a simple majority in a parity 
Departmental Assembly right 
now consisting of faculty only. 

The ELA refused both these 
offers, demanding representa- 
tion in all staffing procedures and 
open session^ and insisting on 
majority voting hi the Depart- 
ment.

Administration strategy in the crisis is readily becoming appa- 
rent. So long as the computers are not harmed, they are content 
to allow the occupation to continue. 

The hearings, if they are not disrupted, will continue, but can 
hardly fail to produce an inconclusive report shice the accusers \M 
not show up to press.their case. 

When the incdndushre report is tabled, speculation runs, the ad- 
ministration will then call for a new committee, thb time one agree- 
able to the parties concerned. 

In that way, they will avoid a publicly humiliatbig dissolution- 
of the committee and still accede to its reconstitution. 

Since reconstitution is the most contentious issue, they will be 
able to give in on the other demands without too much loss of lace. 

It is now up to the occuplen whether they will allow this prxKess 
to conthiue or try in some way to stop continuation of the present 
conunittee's hearings. 

TMngs have settled down at the sdiool - classes continue and the 
aura of crisis has waned. IWorale is still good on the ninth floor and 
the occupation forces of 20O have not as yet been weakaied by with- 
drawals. 

Meanwhile, the occupying students held a rally last night in the 
hall outside the computer center. Speakers, includtag Rocky Jones, 
black otganlzer from Halifax, stressed black solidarity on a national 
and faitemational level; and pledged to drum up' outside support for 
the occupation, including "200 busloads of people", If necessary. 

Elsewhere in the school, the faculty has voted overwhelming 
support for the admbitetration position and voted confidence in 
O'Brien. 

Thomas, meanwhile, has been remanded to preliminary hearings 
on Feb. 14 to face bis share of the criminal charges, arisbig from 
an incident in O'Brien's office when black students allegedly forc- 
ed him to sign ân apology over a confusion with a letter he sent to 
Anderson.
